There was no turning back of clocks. Democratic leaders 


realized that the situation was hopeless, and the gavels -ending 
the long, greatwar session and the 65th congress actually tapped 
at noon.

Just before adjournment, President Wilson in his capitol of- 


fice, authorized final notice to the republicans that their efforts 
to force an immediate .extra session bad failed; that he was un- 
shaken in his determination not to call congress until his work 
at the Peace conference was done.

Senator La Follette took the floor soon after Senator'Lodge 


had presented his resolution and spoke for 4 hours Concluding at 
6:15 o'clock.1- He was followed by Senator France w.io spoke for 
2 hours and at 7:30 Senator Sherman began an extended address. 


The filibuster continued until the end. Senator Sherman 


who began a speech at 7:30 A. M. held the floor more than four 
hours and successfully prevented further consideration of the 
railroad appropriation. 
\ The last, half hour was spent in roll calls on a house resolu- 
tion to which amendments were proposed providing for early 
demobilization of the American army. The resolution never 
reached a finaLvote. 


Senator Sherman announced his intention of preventing 


passage of the $750,000,000 railroad appropriation. 
He was 


still speaking at 9 o'clock and it was understood that he would 
continue for several hours. After failing to obtain the floor 
during the night, Senator Thomas, of Colorado, Democrat, is- 
sued a statement in which he criticized the "antiquated and pre- 
posterous ,rules" which made the majority in the senate "En- 
tirely subject to the will of the minority." r

"What goes by the name of debate," said the senator, "Can 


proceed without limit and when seasonably interspersed with 
roll calls two or three filibustering senators can paralyze its leg- 
islative functions. Hence, the senate for the past three daya 
has done nothing but listen to multitudinous words. The spec- 
tacle is a humiliating one." 


Senator Thomas declared that after a similar experience 


two years ago the senate changed its rule, but added: 


"The amendment is as worthless for th'e purpose as ihe rule 


it purports to change."

Many of them have left Europe on 
account of religious persecutions, 
and they hppe_d:arid believed that in 
the land of tEe"."P.ilgrim Fathers, in 
the land which guarantees religious 
liberty according- to its constitution 
they could find a home where they 
might live in peace and practice 
their religion according to the dic- 
tates of their conscience. 
Some of 


these 
sufferers 
are 
Mennonitcs. 


Christians who. 'have won our ad- 
miration becauiie\of • their piety and 
simplicity'of life; 'Hey have for 
more than 300 -years taken a firm 
stand against war and anything con- 
nected with war. 
They have taken 


this stand in all countries. 
There 


are cases on record where Mennon- 
ites were placed in prison because 
of their refusal to wear a uniform. 
yet we wonder whether they receiv- 
ed such an inhuman treatment un- 
der Prussian--militarism, as for in- 
stance, the Hofer brothers in demo- 
cratic America? 
These people are 


otherwise good, loyal Americans <HW 
as far as governmental support; is 
concerned, they beir,? universally a 
thrifty class, have been as honest 
as daylipht.

ant.

"I do not think we ought to be-

•mutterings of some hobo, who hap- 
pens to blow in for a night only," 
said Senator Bennett, in making the 
motion to refer. 
Senator Skogmo 


declared he was in sympathy with 
the resolution, but he questioned the 
advisability of noticing the McElroy 
utterance. 


Provision for a New York head- 


tera to .take care of Wisconsin sol- 
diers is made in a -bill passed in:the 
senate under suspension of the 
rules.

sion of the rules the Zumach bill in-

HERE are in this country today thousands of men and women 


behind prison walls or fighting in the courts against peni- 


tentiary sentences indicted or convicted for having expressed 
their opinions. 


We refer to 4he political and religious prisoners. 
Isn't it time for the American people to take cognizance of 


this situation? 
Is the thought of a political or religious prisoner 


in keeping with American ideals and traditions? 
Has free 


speech been abandoned? Are we io resort to force to prevent 
men from saying what they think? 


* * * 


Years ago the writer was a reporter on a Milwaukee paper. 


On* of our annual assignments was to cover Emma Goldman's 
visit to the city. 


This high priestess of anarchy was a yearly speaker at the 


West Side Turn hall. A small gathering would listen to her 
revolutionary ravings and Emma would go on her way. 
She 


wasn't molested, she-was allowed to say what she pleased and no 
harm was done. 
. 


Why? Simply because.her philosophy wasn't sustained by 


public opinion. People listened to her, refused to accept her 
logic and rejected her ideals. 


Emma Goldman and her followers were never arrested for 


what tliey said. But they were detained by the law when they 
attempted to transmit their ideas into overt acts of-violence. 


Wasn't that the ideal way to treat Emma Goldman and her 


kind? Wasn't that the American way to do it? Wasn't it good 
policy to say to Emma Goldman: "Go ahead and preach your 
doctrines as far as you like. You can't get any following in 
America on that sort of philosophy. The American people will 
kill your ideas by ignoring them—we won't have to do it by law. 
But just the minute you resort to violence we will step in and 
lock you up." 


• ' » » 


Men become a force for good or bad only insofar as they ob- 


tain a following. If tlie opinions of a man gain a foothold with 
the people his doctrine and philosophy must have the foundation 
of truth in it. If he does not gain a foothold in popular opinion 
his opinions die of their own weight. 


The American way to handle agitators and ultra-radicals 


has not been to put them in jail but to.endeavor to meet the con- 
ditions complained of. Is any one so foolish as to believe that 
we could suppress agitation against the high, cost.of living in this 
country by putting people in jail? 
Of course not. The way to 


7" eliminate that sort of agitation is to eliminate the cause. 


The troubk with the present policy of dealing with political 


prisoners is that we are dealing with EFFECT rather than 
CAUSE. If it has been necessary to put hundreds of radicals 
In jail is anything gained by continuing that policy? Isn't the 
constructive policy rather to get at underlying causes that pro- 
duce radicals in this country? 


In the course of the recent speech in the U. S. Senate Sen- 


ator La FolJette said: 


Mr. President. I do not know what the end is to 


be, but I do believe that we must move with a degree of 
fairness and consideration-in dealing with the masses 
of the people of this country. When they complain of 
these conditions, do not come in here and propose a law 
that shall suppress their complaints. 
I tell you you are 


playing with mighty forces that may bring disaster 
upon us if you do that. If evils exist in this country, 
permit them to'be talked about. That is'the best way 
to correct it. If somebody indulges in wild and unrea- 
soning and violent exhortation let him be answered. 
Permit, I would say, the widest discussion. 


As I said to one of the Senators who came across 
-v 


; 
the aisle to speak to me the other day about yhe ter- / 
rible thing that had happened at Poll's Theater, and ap- 
pealed to me to say something to avert a class war in 
this country, I would put an open stand on every open 
place in the city of Washington, arid "I "would say to 
everybody, "Say what you please." Then I would say to 
-everybody else, "Answer them." Error-exposed can 
not long stand, unless it has a good foundation, and if 
'we are guilty, if we have no defense for what we have 
done, it may be that we might incur some risk, Mr. 
President, upon the instant in permitting a full ex- 
position of our shortcomings. However, I do not be- 
lieve that. I believe that the wholesome cure for com- 
plaint is free discussion. The point where I would ap- 
i 


ply the power of the Government is where your dis- 
cussion is translated into overt acts of violence, if we 


'. 
shall come to that. That will not come, Mr. President 
and Senators, I believe, if there be permitted the freest 
and fullest discussion in this country. ~" If you are hot 
;\ 


going to permit it, I should like to have someone tell me 
who shall be arbiter as to what is proper to be said. 
The war is over. America can afford to be as generous as' 


other countries where amnesty is being given political prisoners. 


The political prisoner is repulsive to American ideals. This 


-country should get rid of her political prisoners as fast as pqs-

Three Different Sessions. 
Special features of the sixty-fifth 


congress were many addresses by 
'President TTHsou, including those 
recommending war -with Germany 
«nd Austria, _ that of Jan, 8, 1917, 
enunciating his famous 14 principles 
of peace, and those endorsing wom- 
an suffrage, announcing the armis- 
tice terms imposed upon Germany 
lasi -November and, his recent ad- 
dress detailing accomplishment* of 
his work in Paris. 


There were three sessions of the 


congrass. The first, extra session 
met April 2, 1917, following shortly 
after the turbulent' and successful 
zenate filibuster on the administra- 
tion armed ship bill which marked 
the close of the sixty-fourth con- 
gress.

One of these is a Baptist clergyman, 
sentenced to do fifteen years because 
he rigidly followed the dictates of 
his conscience.
